Cathedral in Paris prior to the French Revolution, are included in 
this exhibition.

A selection of some 90 prints and drawings given to The Cleveland 
Museum of Art by the Print Club of Cleveland over the past ten 
years.

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Print Gallery: VIEWS OF PARIS. The people, landmarks and 
atmosphere of Paris are revealed in approximately 100 etchings 
and lithographs by 27 artists from the 17th to the 20th century.

Classroom Level Exhibition Area: SURREALISM IN PERSPECTIVE. 

This exhibition, designed to support The Spirit of Surrealism , 
examines some of the artistic, literary and philosophical 
antecedents of the surrealist movement. January 6 is the last day. 
Gallery A: SOUTHWEST AMERICAN INDIAN ART. Ranging in date from 
3000 AD to the early 20th century, the pottery, blankets, basketry, 
and jewelry represent the crafts of the Anasazi and Mogollon 
cultures, as well as the more familiar Apache, Navajo, and 
Pueblo Indians. Through February 29, 1980.
